Important from Mexico.

The Foreign Debt—— Threats of England, France and
Spain—The Garay Grant-——Mr. Webster's Dis-
patch, §e.

By the arrival at New Orleans of the schooner
Robert Spedden, we have received Vera Cruz dates
up to the 8th, and from the eity of Mexico up to the
4th inst. -

The Foreign Ministers of England, France and
Spain have made some strong representations to the
Mexiean Government on the suhject of the payment
of the Mexican debts, which they have respectively
in charge. On the 1st of July, M. Pina y Cuevas,
on offering, in the Chamber of Deputies, a pro-
position to authorize the Government to pay imme-
diately such debts as have the sanction of diplomatic
settlements, read a correspondence which he had had
with the Foreign Ministers.

To show the urgency of the case, M. Murcedo,
the Mexican Minister of State, repeated to the
Chamber the language of Mr. Doyle, the British
Minister. held in a recent conference with him.—
“11,” sald Me. Doyle, “ I do not give information to
my government, by the next packet, that the Eng-
lish ereditors have been putinto possession of the
principal of the debt, it is likely that the British
wovernment will take decisive measures to obtain
Jjustice.” Fhe French and Spanish Ministers have
also declared that if the English cabinet proceeds in
that way. their respective governments would per-
ceive the necessity of fullowing the example. Re-
Fnrts on the subject were cxpected in a day or two

rom the committee on public credit, and on foreign

relations. S -

There was a report in the city of Mexico, on the
24 instant, that Mr. Webster’s reply to the annun-
cintion of the repeal of the Garay grant had been
received. [t was said to be a simple announcement,
without discussion, that it would be a casus belli for
the United States if the rights of American citizens
in Tehuantepec were disregarded. The Trait &
Union doubts this. and says that the only note re-
ceived by the Mexican Government from Mr. Web-
ster relates, not to the annulment of the Garay
grant, but to the refusal to ratify the treaty. This
note, without putting a casus bell, is, according to
the Trait & Union, as strong as possible, and fore-
shadows the attitude which the American Secretary
will take when he learns of the unnullina by a leg-
islative vote, of the decree of President Salas, con-
firming and extending Garay's grant.

The American party, under Major Barnard, who
remained at Barrio, have made a protest, through
the American Consnl, against the orders they have
received to stop work on the Isthmus.

From the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin
The progress of our Race.

In the enjoyment of almost every physical comfort, as we
Amerieans are, it.isalmost impossible to realize the day when
the ordinary convenicnees of life were unknown to our Brit-
ish auncestors. Yet we do not have to go back far in order to
find a period when baths were almost anknown, when forks
were o novelty, and when chimneys were used in the houses
of the rich only. A curious book on this subject has lately
nplEmred in London, entitled ** The Domestic Architecture
of England, from the Conguest to the End of the Thirteenth
Century,” from which we learn how little civilized our fore-
fathers were, notwithstanding their proximity to the conti-
| nent.

{ It appears from this work that it was not till the sixtcenth
century that chimneys came into ordinary use. Before that
| period, the fire was kindled against the wall, and the smoke,
a8 in an Indinn wigwam, allowed to eseape through the roof.
Only the mansions of the nobility and gentry had chimneys.
The common people, meantime, lived in huts of wattles and
 mud, not at all superior in construction to the cabins of the
| beaver. Few even of the hetter cort of dwellings were built
of brick—wooid being the usual material employed ; and it
was not until the thirteenth century thut the present kind of
brick was brought into use even for manor-houses; & all this,
too, at a time when magnificent palnees of marble were be-
ing erected in Italy, at but a few days’ journe; from Great
Britain.

In the in-door conveniences of life our forefathers were
equally deficient. It was not until the thirteenth century
that a condnit of water was first established in London: be-
fore that period the precious finid was hawked about by car-
riers, as milk is in our own time. Earthenware plates first
made their appearance in the same century, though they did
| not come into general use until long afterwards. Forks were |
| rare, even in the palaces of kings, and to the lower orders
l were totally unknown: Edward the First, when he died. had
| but six among his effects—no very royal supply certainly.——
| The other dinner-service was equally mengre. Exeept the
| huge salt-cellar placed conspicuously on the hoard, there
was little to be seen : a few wooden trenches in the houses of
the poor, and a scanty display of gilded or silver dishes in
the mansions of the rich, constituted the entire furniture of
the table. Spoons were, it would seem. plenty, though they
were of wood universally. unless among the wealthy, The
meat was served by being brought in on a spit, when each
guest eut off as much as he liked. The rooms were almost
bure of furniture. There was generally a huge stone bench
in the hall of the dwellings of the gentry; but the common-
alty had no seats, except perhaps a settic in a chimney eor-
ner. Rushes supplied the place of carpets, even in the man-
siong of the great, as late as the reign of Elizabeth : while
the peasantry were content with bare mud floors, and fre-
quently undrained at that. Baths, instead of being an ordi-
nary convenience, were a luxury confined to the few, and
were unknown, even to English monarehs, till the reign of
Edward the First.

It is instructive to recur to facts like these, for they exhi-
bit in a foreible manner the improvements in material eivili-
zation. Our ancestors, five centuries ago, were, in all the
ordinary comforts of life, but little advanced beyond the In-
dinngs, as first discovered in this country. Their habits of
life coarse. and their fields and houses undrained, no wonder
they fell victims to pestilence, as history records, by millions.
Fortunately we live in a better age. The poorest man now
lives more comfortably than did the proudest baron in the
days of which we speak. With material improvement goes
moral progress, so that we are a better as well as healthier
people. et us still enltivate the physical melioration of our
race, satisfied that in it lies the true advance of humanity,
let visionary theorists sny what they will.

A Max or Busixess.—At the Green County (N. Y.) Ag-
ricultural Fair, an address was made by Col. Zadok Pratt,
from which we take the following passage :

* And now I will show you the advantage those dreary
hemlocks have been to the farmers of our mountain towns —
Since I first engaged in farming it has been my lot to em-
ploy over fifteen thousand years of other men’s lobor: an ar-
my of thirty thousand men have | employed, and | have paid
those men for their labor alone over two million five hundred
thousand dollars.

twenty thousand tons of hay, thirty thousand barrels of beef
and pork, and nearly one hundred thousand barrels of flour,
and potatoes without number or measure. | have tanned one
million two hundred and fifty sides of leather. My usual dis-
bursement is over five thousand dollars per day, and 1 have
used in my business here over ten millions. Every laborer
received his umney—-Eeu, every man his penny—in peace ;
and to the credit of this community be it said that I never
had a side of leather stolen, and never was chosen defendant
in law on account of my business transactions during my
residence among you. The great object of my living is to be
i mseful. Live with youar neighbor, and not on him. Allow
me, gentlemen and ladies, to conclude by congratulating
you upon the rich bleninﬁs of health, power and prosperity
which surround you ; and may saceceding generations do as
much as you have done towards national wealth and indus-
try, which are the safeguards of our independence.”

Goop 1¥ EvERYTHING.—A writer in & London pa-
per, of July, 1776, speaking of what he calls *the
American standard, having a snake with thirteen
rattles, and the fourteenth budding.” thus expatiates
upon the amiable qualitiesof the rattlesnake. Such
a benevolent philasopher woald find “good in every-
thing :”

When undisturbed,
and in peace, she does not n..Fﬁear to be farnished
with weapons of any kind. ey are latent in the
roof of her mouth, and even when extended for her
defence appear to those who are not acquainted with
her to be weak and contemptible: yet her wounds,
however small. are decisive and fatal. Sheis solita-
ry, and associates with her kind only when it is ne-
cessary for their preservation. Her poison is at once
the necessary means of digesting her food and cer-
tain destruction to her enemies. The power of fas-
cination attributed to ber, by a generous construc-
tion, resembles America. Those who look steadily
upon her are delightened. and involuntarily advance
towards her, and. baving once approached. never
leave her. She is frequently found with thirteen
rattles, and they increase yearly.

* | must frankly tell yon that I have anticipated
the failure of your negotiation. The Turkish Gov-
ernment yields but to fear or to protection, and it
must be fully aware that whatever may he the pow-
er of the United States, Turkey has nothing to fear
and no protection to hope from them ; nothing. be-
cause your Government. your legislative bodies, all

claim, every once again and again, that non-inter-
vention in Enropean matters is the first fundamen-
tal principle of the political system of the United
States. To be sure, wise were the men who estab-
lished this principle, and wise were the men who
followed it. It was a necessary one for the founda-
tion as well as for the growth of the United States.
Neither would it be convenient to me to investigate
whether the dress which is so well suited to protect
the childhood and to develope the youth will still

rove suitable when the much promising youth had
Eecnmc a full grown man—nay. a mighty giant. as
your country is. Time is going on, and every hour
may bring its own convenience, as it brings its own
necessity. May be that even your glorious country
may soon be called to feel that every position has
its necessity, has its conditions—has, I would almost
say, its unavoidable fatality : the more, the greater.
the mightier that position is. ‘God acts, not hiy"
special will, but by general laws,’ said an Englis
philssopher. May be that even your country will
very soon be ealled to feel that it is determined (as
surely it is) to uphold. nay, till to heighten the
glorious ]Josition it already holds; it will scarcely
be possible, should it even be convenient. 1ot to put
a weight into the balanee, where the destinies of
the old world and its civilization are to be weighed,
it will scarcely be possible not to give anything more
to the sufferings of nations than the noble senti-
ments of sympathy to the struggling, the commis-
seration to the fallen. an asylum to the persecuted,
or. at the most, a generous offer, but which even a
Turkish Minister may dare to decline.”

KossutrH axp THE ReEFucers.—Several convoca-
tions of the ministers have assembled at the Sub-
lime Porte for the purpose of taking into considera-
tion the refugee affair. Finally, it has been decided
that the few remaining refugees here should be ex-
pelled from the country. Their number is about
700. Yesterday they were invited to the police office
and offered a free passage to the United States, with
£5 allowance money. This measure has been much
condemned, being attributed to the nefarious influ-
ence of Russia.

Kossuth and his party have received authorization
to preﬂsre to quit their uncomfortable quarters at
Kuteyhia by the first of September. A Government
steamer will convey them as far as Mclta, where
they will be handed over to the British authorities.
Their detention will have exceeded two years, and
during the whole of that long term they have been
liberally provided for by the Turkish Government.
